Moscow's continuance of Its mys­ 
terious “peace offensive,” which this 
column has been describing ar, a 
Trojan horse, certainly challenges 
observers to figure out w hat it’s all 
about. 
There have been several Bolshevist 
calls for “peace” the post few days. 
Palmiro Togliatti, Italian Communist 
leader, and Marcel Cachin, French 
lied chief, again have begged “the 
jjeoples of the world to save im­ 
periled peace.” Even more striking 
was the declaration by P. N Pospe- 
lov, editor of the Moscow newspaper 
Pravda, th a t Russia has an “un­ 
shakable will for international co­ 
operation.” 
Since peace is wholly contrary to 
Bolshevist strategy for world revolu­ 
tion we know the Soviet Union 
doesn’t w ant peace. W hat, then is 
Moscow up to? 


l l . S . Attitude Im portant 
Obviously the Reds want easement 
of some situation which has been 
made too tough for them by the 
Democracies. Likely several situa­ 
tions are involved, but Ifs a safe bet 
th at steady hardening of American 
opinion against Communism is one 
of the big factors behind the ‘ peace 
offensive,” 
After all, the U S A. is the world's 
dom inant power and Its attitude is 
Communism s greatest concern. Not 
only is the very formidable Commu­ 
nist m achine in this country break­ 
ing up, but public opinion has swung 
heavily against tile Red m achina­ 
tions.
